Debate Over Potato Shortage 
Just About as Heated as Hog 
Program During the Thirties 


BULLETIN 


Pittsburgh (.*)—Report* of 


price gouging and under-the- 
counter sales multiplied today 
In a growing black potato mar- 
ket here. 


Dealers also say they have 


received often of large potato 
shipment* If they will buy an 
equal amount of onions and 
other produce. 


Washington 
(JP)—This 
year's 


potato shortage seems to be pro- 
viding just about aa heated a de- 
bate on the federal farm pro- 
grams as did the government proj- 
ect of killing little pigs to raise 
pork prices in the early 1930s. 


Officials say there's considerable 


criticism of ceilings on potato 
prices and a lack of price sup- 
ports. 


The pig-killing program spon- 


sored by Henry A. Wallace, then 
the agriculture secretary, was de- 
signed to boost hog prices by re- 
ducing pork supplies. 


The current potato shortage de- 


veloped largely because farmers 
cut production 20 per cent last 
year. Most of this reduction came 
in the late potato crop—that por- 
tion which goes Into storage for 
use during the winter, spring and 
early summer. 


Farmers reduced their output 


after Congress directed the Agri- 
culture Department to withdraw 
price supports. Congress did away 
with supports because they had 
cost the government more than 
600 million dollars over a 10-year 
period. 


When It became apparent that 


stocks might not be large enough 
prices started moving upward. 
The Office of Price Stabilization 
stepped in with ceilings. But until 
corrected, inequities in ceilings as 
applied market by market served 
to divert supplies to some markets 
and away from others. 


The shortage has been aggra- 


vated by black markets which have 
given some consumers more than 
their share. . --

Truman has signed the bill boost- 
ing pay and allowances

military services by nearly half a 
billion dollars a year.

signing today. It came in time— 
Truman had until the end of this 
month—for the raises to become

Intended to help offset higher 


living costs, they range from $3 
monthly for private and seamen 
to $65 for two-star generals and 
admirals. 


They apply to approximately 3% 


million active aa well as retired 
personnel.

ONE UPRISING 


Pusan, Korea (JP)—Communist 


war prisoner rioting spread to a 
Pusan camp today and flared in 
two new but minor revolts at vio- 
lence-ridden Koje Island Camp 
No. 1. 


One Red POW was killed and SB 


were injured at Pusan. 


One American guard Buttered a 


minor 
injury 
in the 
2%-hour 


battle of clubs and fists in Pusan 
Camp No. 10. No shots were fired 
by the combat-wise United Nations 
guards, although they were armed. 


On Koje, it was disclosed that 


two mild revolts were settled with- 
out Incident by the new camp com- 
mander, Brig. Gen. Haydon L. 
Boatner, during the first four days 
of his command. 


These occurred while high-rank- 


ing officers of Gen. Mark Clark's 
Far East Command in Tokyo stud- 
ied reports on February-March 
Koje riots In which 90 Red male 
POWs and one American soldier 
were killed. 


One of the minor new Koje flare- 


ups involved the 400 women pris- 
oners of war and civilian internees 
held on that island, 30 miles south- 
west of Pusan. The other was a 
sltdown strike by prisoner inmates 
of a U. N. Command hospital and 
their prisoner-doctors. 


Boatner settled both with per- 


suasion and firmness. There was 
no violence, no shots were flred, 
and no one was injured, he said. 


At Seoul, Gen. James A. Van 


Fleet, commander of the U. B. 
Eighth Army, said the Pusan out- 
break resulted from "an attempt 
by fanatical Communist prisoners 
of war to resist proper medical 
treatment of patient Inmates of 
Enclosure 19." 


Presumably the prisoner who 


was killed was bayoneted. 


There had been trouble at En- 


closure 10 before, but no reported 
bloodshed. 
The enclosure held 


about 10,000 prisoners until re- 
cently, when some anti-Communist 
POWs were moved to other Ko- 
rean mainland camps and some 
rabid Communists were sent to 
Koje. 


Enclosure 10 Is commanded by 


Lt. Col. John H. Bostlck, a mili- 
tary police officer, last stationed 
at Fort Sam Houston, Tex. 


The fighting today was at a hos- 


pital for seriously wounded Chi- 
nese and North Koreans. 


CURB EXCHANGE WILL 


HAVE LONGER HOURS 


Penelec Is Granted 
Increase in Rate 


Harrigburg, May 20 
(JP)—The 


Public Utility Commission has au- 
thorized the Pennsylvania Elec- 
tric Co., Johnstown, to put a new 
$3,588,000 rate increase into effect, 
beginning today. 


The increase will -affect some 


324,000 customers in 24 western 
and south-central counties. 


The PUC took no action to sus- 


pend the increase, because it said 
an exhaustive study of the utility's 
operating data showed it would not 
yield "an excessive return." 


The commission voted three to 


one, for the increase, with Com- 
missioner John B. Conly, Pitts- 
burgh, dissenting. 


Commissioner B. Frank Morgal, 


Camp Hill, was absent because of 
illness. 


The company said the increase 


will boost rates of the average res- 
idential consumer about two cents 
a day, while bills of commercial 
and industrial users will go up an 
average of six per cent. 


The PUC said it received a form- 


al complaint against the rate boost 
by the city of Erie.

.' though a team of four con- 


teat is generally conceded to be the 
surest test of skill, very few- 
bridge clubs organize team compe- 
tition. An outstanding exception, 
however. Is the Paradise Bridge 
Studio, of New York City, where 
team games are held every Sunday 
night.

Mandell, in a team game at the 
Paradise Club. 


Messrs. Moss and Mandell, both

Cup Championship team, won the 
open pair game in last year's Deco- 
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ner had not led a singleton dia- 
mond. He chose instead to try for 
two heart tricks. He therefore re- 
turned his low spade. 


Declarer won with the king of 


spades, and was then unable to 
make the contract. He could not 
safely take a discard on dummy's 
ace of diamonds without drawing 
another round of trumps.

Coming on June 15 


Toronto (IP)—Some of the Ca- 


nadian producers 
of newsprint 


have decided to put into effect 
June 15 the ?10-a-ton increase in 
the price of newsprint exported to 
the United States. Ordinarily, all 
the producers follow the lead of 
those first announcing. 


Abitibi Power and Paper Co., 


Ltd., said it had advised its cus- 
tomers the increase would be made 
as of June 15. It was understood 
at least one other large Canadian 
company had given similar infor- 
mation to its American customers. 


The increase brings the price 


delivered to New York to $126 a 
ton.. Prices at other U. S. points 
vary by zones. The Canadian base 
price remains at $112 a ton plus 
sales tax. 


The last increase, also $10 a 


ton, was effective last July 1 in 
both the IT. S. and Canada.
